Applicant argues that Beldock teaches away from the claimed features of modifying performance immediately subsequent to the 
notification so that the modifying occurs in real time. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees In this case, the Examiner asserts that "real time" refers to a system that responds to events as they 
happen. The Examiner asserts that the "short period of time" (grace period) taught by Beldock is a deadline given to applicants in which 
to correct any inadvertent defects in its compliance, and is not a time differential between the notification and the modification (i.e., the 
"immediate" response to said notification). In other words, the performance modification occurs immediately after the notification in the 
Beldock system, but Beldock places a deadline for which the modifications to be completed to obtain compliance. Thus, the Examiner 
asserts that the grace period taught by Beldock does not teach away from immediately modifying performance subsequent to notification. . 
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
